Taking first place in every event, 
save one. the Wildcat Track team 
defeated tuje Bcrea Mountaineer* 
101 W to 29 ^ Wednesday afternoon 
on 8 toll field. To further add to 
the triumph of the day Johnny 
Mains set a new university rccoru 
in the shot put, by heaving the big 
ball 43 feet, 3<* Inches. 

The victory was the second for 
the Cats before the homefolks anu 
they showed decided imptovcmenl 
over their first appearance here. 
The mile and half-mile runs were 
the most interesting events on the 
day's card as Berea sent a boy 
named Dodson to run these event- 
and he fairly burned up the track 
in the first two laps of the milt 
and continued to hold the lead un- 
til the backstrctcb, when Howard 
Baer, Big Blue speed star, came 
from behind with his usual burst, 
of speed and won the race. O'Bry- 
ant finished Just a step or so be- 
hind the pace-setter. The time for 
the first half In the mile run was 
2:11. which is exceedingly fast 
time. 

The Blue and White started out 
by taking all three places in the 
100-yard dash. Even with the 
Slupwreck" out of commission 
Hieber, Hubble, and Ball were live 
yards In the van and won going 
away In the good time of :M& 
With but two entrants in the 220 
the Cats again scored first and 
second as Ball, leading the en- 
tire way, breezed to an easy win 
with Johnny Hieber second and 
Whtie of Berea third. 

Carter, sophomore quarter-miler, 
showed brilliant form to take the 
440 by a nose from his team mate 
Ed MilUken. He led the entire way 
and finished well Just a half-Inch 
in front of his comrade. Evans 
of Berea ran a nice race, but could 
not stay with the brilliant Kentuc- 
kians. 

Dodsou took the lead in the 880- 
yard run and held It until the back- 
stretch when both Marian and Cap 
tain "Jake" O'Bryant of Kentucky 
breezed past him, and O Bryant, in 
a furious sprint, beat Marian to the 
tape. The time was 2:07. 

Baker and Hocker won as they 
pleased in the two-mile run, hav 
ing very little opposition from the 

f?om U HodSr" by a%ew°steps, with 
Combs of Berea finishing third. 
Four Berea men entered the long 
grind, but only two were able to 
finish. 

Kercheval took three first places 
and one third to score 16 points 
and carry away high scoring honors 
for the afternoon. He won the low 
hurdles, Javelin throw and broad 
jump, and was tied in the 120-yard 
high hurdles. 

The high hurdle race was the 
only event In which the visitors 
could score a first, as Evans, ver- 
satile Berea performer, took the 
last hurdle at the same time as 
the Big Blue hurdlers and beat 
them to the tape; Emmerich and 
Kercheval finished second and 
third. 

Carl Hand seems to have inherit- 
ed some of the bad luck that trail- 
ed Don Williams, last year s low 
hurdling ace, as he has been in the 
lead in several races this year, only 
to turn his ankle lighting from the 
last barrier. Wednesday he dupli- 
cated his bad luck act and with the

A varie- 
ty of bubbling songs, fingering tunes, 
brilliant settings, and multi-colored 
costumes lent spirit to the staging 
and typified effectively the youth- 
ful buoyancy, glamor, and unrest 
of a college scene.

Tom Marlowe, 
football captain and campus Idol, 
Talt's one hope In the Big Oame 
of the season, so outshines himself 
with the campus belles, especially 
one, Patricia Bingham, and on the 
gridiron that he gets Into scholastic 
difficulties with his astionomy pro- 
fessor, Charles Kenyon. An astron- 
omy quiz scheduled before the game 
is to decide his athletic eligibility. 

Searching for a last-minute tutor 
the football star asks Patricia to 
aid him. but she, unwilling to es- 
chew her social activities even for 
the sake of Talt and her supposed 
sweetheart, proposes her cousin. 
Connie, as a substitute. While at- 
tempting to study astronomy the 
two fall in love and It Is only the 
youthlul heart of the sour-appear- 
ing Professor Kenyon that saves 
Marlowe from deserved failure. 

Tom has promised to wed Particia 
if he wins the game and hon- 
orably turns away from his new- 
found love to earuestediy but half- 
heartedly take part in the contest. 
However, in the last few minutes of 
play as he. is nearing the goal line 
for what should prove to be the 
winning touchdown, the forlorn lov- 
er Inadvertantly fumbles and by a 
quirk of chance Bobble, the inex- 
perienced substitute, manages to 
gain the winning points.

Two outstanding performances of 
the night were contributed by Paul 
Williams, the frivolous substitute, 
and by Louise Johnson, as Flo, the 
freshman girl. Williams, rotund and 
Jolly, was truly fitted for his comedy 
lines, and Miss Johnson, with sly 
but contagious smile and husky 
voice led the chorus with so much 
vitality and stage presence as to 
appear professional 

The well-modulated voice of Mary 
Stewart Blackwell, as the college 
belle, and her assured and bland 
matter-of-factness left little doubt 
to the audience that in pajamas or 
evening dress, at football game or 
formal dance, she was the queen of 
the college. 

Kercheval nicely carried the part 
of the robust college hero and Eliza- 
beth Jones was essentially demure 
and appealing and a most convinc- 
ing Connie. Parry Kraatz, the most 
experienced of the actors, was ad- 
mirably suited for the professorial 
role. His mincing step and wizened 
form hardly could have been played 
better. 

Comedy bits were provided by the 
slow moving and superstitious 
"Pooch," John Epps and Alice Jane 
Howes as Babe OT>ay. a vivacious 
and Irresponsible sophomore girl.

Council Will Treat 
Several Social 
Problems 



Professor James W. Martin, of 
the College of Commerce, left last 
night for Washington, where he will 
attend a conference of the Social 
Science Resarch council, Saturday. 

The conference will deal with 
Research in Southern Taxation, a 
Southern Regional Study, and a 
Study of Southern Corporate Or- 
ganization of Colleges and Universi- 
ties. The latter two projects are 
older and have already been ac- 
cepted by the council, and put on 
a sound financial basis. Professor 
Howard W. Odum, of the University 
of North Carolina is in charge of 
the southern regional study, and 
Professor Wilson Gee. of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia Is in charge of 
the Southern Corporate Organiza- 
tion of Colleges and Universities. 
The problem of research in south- 
ern taxation is still in a prelimin- 
ary state, and has yet to be develop- 
ed Professor Martin of the univer- 
sity is now In charge of it. He said 
that they were attempting to con- 
dense the five year plan for re- 
search in public finance into a more 
concentrated three year plan, but 
that the work accomplished would 
be essentially the same. 

This Washington conference is 
an outgrowth of a meeting of the 
southern regional committee, which 
met at Tuscaloosa. Ala., about a 
month ago, at which Professor 
Martin made a report of the "Text
